In order to r«‘Kain the loaa thuaauatain* I 
ed it waa propoaed that an effort l>e luade \ 
to indiKw inauufacturina induatriea to i 
locate here. , 

Unfortuoatly juat at that time one of 
thoee |ieriodical wavea of Hnaucial de- 
preaaioD waa aweeping over the land. 
Buaineaa waa atairnated, factoriea were ' 
cloainn down, and failurea were reported 
from ail i|uarleni. ! 

Under theoe circutnatancea it waa lolly 
to attempt any financial enterpriae, but | 
the cloud haa now paaeedand the hriichl 
nena of the lunJiRht on the bueiueaa hor 
iaun ia hiRhtened by the refle«-tion fr«»!M 
the storm we have paaaed throuRh. i 

The lianlio report money lor leRitiiiiale , 
buaineaa abundant. The minea and fac* 
toriea are reeuminR opperaliona with re- ' 
newed activity. Now enterpriaea are 
beiiiR proJe«-le<l and everythinR (rointa to 
a miwt auapiciouB o|»euinR of the year of 
to the rommen'ial world. 1 

The <pieation that confronta na aahuai- j 
neae men ia ahall we join in the proceaaion , 
and keep abreast with the advancinit: 
tide of buaineaa enterpriae or ahall we 
cuotent ouroelvea by nuraioR the deiu* | 
aion that we can ait idly with folded | 
handa and that buaineaa will eventually { 
knock at our door. l 

With the natural advantaRes and aur- , 
roundiHRS that we have there la no rea- ^ 
why Kiaiiford should not he a city of 10,> | 
OUU population. It would seem almost 
criminal to aar-ntlce the Rround we have 
Rsinwl in the construction of our ait- 
mirahle water ayatem and ele«-tric light 
plant. It laya within our power to put 
Stanford in the lead of the proRreanive 
towns of the state, but will we do it? 

We can not build a rail road to IturRin 
to intersect the Cincinnati Southern and 
Ixiuiaville Southern, but we can put the 
business here that wiil make those com* 
panys only too anaioua to build a road 
to Stanford. 

We can not enflueuce the L. A N. Co. 
to reaiore the division terminal at Kow • 
land if It is not to tlieir interest to do ao, 
but by increasinR the business of Stan- 
ford we can make it to their interest to 
put atlditioiial trains <>n the K. C. and 
make it a competiuR line to Cincinnati. 

If we would make a auiceaa in build* 
ing up the business interest of Stanford, 
WS want no mushroon growth, no spaa 
inodic efforts to lie abaiic|un«*«i at the ap* 
pcarance of the first dilliculty but aa we 
increase our huainess we should retain 
our well-earned reputation for souuti 
businesa integrity. 

There la au opportuuily now present- 
ed whereby we may start an entering 
wetlge, wtiich mav o(>en up far more 
wonderful results than we at first gUmv 
would estiect. 

By prompt and concerted action we 
can secure the loitation of a Canning and 
I'rewertiiiR |>laut, iiaving an ealabliahed 
trade with wholesale dep antories lu the 
large cities, owning one of the leading 
brands of canned gootla in the market. 

Ctiubl we s ‘Cure this plant it would 
put in circulation thousands of dollars 
annually among our farmers and garden- 
ers. It would give «iii|iluvment to tpiile 
a number of men and women and chil 
dren, and would atiimilate fiusiness in 
all branches. 

The successful twtabliahmeut of one 
inatitiition of this kind would 0 (>en the 
way lor larger enterprises. 

The woolen lactorv property is now in 
the hands of parties who aland ready to 
start the wheels in motion at the first 
sign of enterpriae nianifeated by the cit- 
ixeua of btanford. 

The Odd Fellowa are ansioualy await- 
ing for aouie sigu of encouragement to 
tear down tiie old Commercial Hotel and 
erect a haudaome three atory brick block 
on the site. The auccees of the buainesa 
future of Hianford is assured if we wili 
do our duty now. Wiil the business 
man of Stanford act?

CHAPTER XL 
IX LonslAXA. 

Tito ever-changing scenes of tho 
great river interestotl me, and I could 
have studied for da3’8 the varying 
phases of human nature alemt me; hut 
as current and stream Ixiro ns rapidly 
down, the object of my Journey pressed 
upon my thoughts, and It was with 
ra(^r alacrity tliat I stepped ashore at 
DonaldsonTille, at the lu-od of Ha3'oii 
La Fourcho.

I was 
floating on one of the multitude of 
stream.s, which, more than one hun- 
dred miles ttlrove tlie Delta of the 
Mivsksippl, help to curr3' off the great 
pressure of waU-rs to the gulf. Other 
rivci's reccivo tributaries to swell their 
Hood; as the mighty Fatlier of Waters 
approactu's salt water he is compi'lled 
to send off other rivers to relieve him- 
self. I was in a region entirel3’ allu- 
vial, a land doubtless manufactured, 
as might bo said, hy the continual <lo- 
posit of soil brought down b3’ the tire- 
less water giant and tlirust out into 
the gulf. As the poet Longfellow 
finely says of this stran(p2 phenom- 
enon, he 

“SeUes iha bills In his hands and dracs them 
down tu the ocean.” 

I was in that region which is actu- 
ally at most seasons below the level of 
the Btreains, tvhere great levees or 
biinks are built upon each side to con- 
fine the water to its own l>ed. I’pon 
the summit of these levees, high above 
our head.s as we steamed along, we saw 
m*({To men and women walking, carry- 
ing immense bundles and even Jars 
full of water upon the bare crown. with- 
out a touch of the hand. At times tho 
bends of tlie ba3'ou enabled us to look 
beyond the levees over a section of the 
cuuntT3' and see vast plantations (^een 
with tho miniature forests of the 
sugar-cane. It is here, in thia rich, 
black soil, that the most prolific sugar 
countT3' in North America is found. The 
population waa almost evenly divided 
between white and black; the larger 
part of tho former was of French de- 
scent; the French language was much 
apoken, and French names of {Nsrsona 
mod places were the most common.

, * their hln“ep as fast as lawsible. For some 
time jmst now the depre>u»ion in mann- 
facturing lines has greatly rediiceil the 
demand for wool, and the trade in places 
lias las-n so very small that prices have 
declined to n jaiint where it is not profit- 
ablu to Sell them. Rather than rush 
their wool to market, many farmers who 
have Vteen in in'tsl of rt'ady cash or who 
liecaine frighteiietl tixi early at the pros- 
|>ect ls*gan selling their sheep, thereby 
killing the gixi.se that laid the golden 
egg. There lias lxH>n an unprecedented 
rnsh of sheep to the citi<*s a-s a conse- 
quence, and now* slii'ep art* dull and lag- 
ging, so that jiriccs for them an* also 
very low. fc^till many discouraged farm- 
ers continne forcing' their sh*>ep n]x>n 
the market, anxions to get rid of fwxling 
them and eager to obtain a little ready 
cash. 

It would lie well if sncli fanners would 
stop and reason a little Ix'fore going any 
further into bankruptcy, for it can be 
nothing else. The great number of tdu'e{) 
that have be*»n killed, which were for- 
merly kept simply for the wool they pro- 
duci'd, will very materially nxlnoe the 
wool pnxlncing capacity of the (Xiuntry 
for the next year. When manufactur- 
ers start np again, there will be a de- 
mand for wool, bat the lessened Dumber 
of sheep in the country will not be able 
to supply the demand. Wixil will ixm- 
seqnently advance and also mutton 
sheep, for every one will want to keep 
his sheep for the wool, and this will 
draw from the market many animals 
that nsually go to make up the regular 
supply. 

L(X)k at it as we will, we cannot help 
concluding that there is a good outlook 
now for both wool and mntton. It may 
not come until after the new year, but 
come it must. It is true that these im- 
proved conditions will be partly the re- 
sult of hasty actions of unwise farmers. 
Those who have not sold out will profit 
at the exix^use of the foolish. But it is 
thus in all business concerns. Some 
houses get frightened in times of pres- 
Burt*, and they try to close out early be- 
fore times l^oiuo harder. They are 
afraid of failing. They sell out at a 
great sacrifice wliat they hare and come 
out with a little ready cash on hand. 
But those who Btand by the ship a short 
time often weather the storm, and find 
that compensation is made them through 
the withdrawal from business of

Bouthem New Mexico is developing 
into a maguificeut horse raising re^ou. 
It is true that irrigation is uecessar)’, but 
wheu the work of this is done aud the 
water supply is once provided it is there, 
aud there to stay. An enthusiast who 
has Ix’gun the busiia-ss of breeding 
Cleveland bays in the Pecos valley de- 
clares it Is "simply impossible for a horse 
to go w’rong there.” The climate is dry 
aud stimulating, like the best cham- 
jxigue, BO that it is almost as impossible 
for a huiiian being to “go wrong,” so far 
as his phj'sical liealth is concerned, as 
for a horse. Those who have begun 
horse breeiliug in southern New Mexico 
are confident tliat iu a few years their 
district will rival California as a horse 
country. 

The cross of Dorset rams upon grade 
Merino ewes lias lieen found to be a most 
valuable oue fur the production of mut- 
ton lambs as well as full gruwu sheep. 
The blood of the two breeds bleuds well. 

The Dorset lamb, with horus or with- 
out, ap(x:ars to be the one that is going to 
be most iu demaud fur both winter aud 
spring eating. The rearers of market 
lambs will do well to lay hold of this 
point. 

It will be worth while next summer, 
when sweet clover is at its richest, must 
fragrant stage, for {xjultry raisers to 
make tlie exiM-riuieiit of cutting and cur- 
ing it for tlie fattening binls iu winter. 
It may take the place of red cluver, 
which is t'hopjied and soaked soinetiiuee 
for isiiiliry fetsl. The exquisite fra 
graiice of tKwawt et clttver, gr»x-n oTdried 
may lend fl;iv.ir to the meat.
